Statement of Substance of toe Interview 



Dear Madam: 

This interview summary is in response to a telephone interview between Examiner 
Diane L Lee and applicant's representative, Andrew R. Spriegel. Applicant's representative 
thanks the Examiner for the courtesies extended during the telephonic interview on 
September 7, 2005. The Examiner was contacted to clarify the draft response, to the 
proposed amendment, which was faxed to the Examiner, September 6, 2005. The applicant's 
representative suggested that the proposed amendment (Le, t the handle being **non- 
detachably" joined to the body) was not new matter as it was already inherent in the claims. 
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In addition, it was pointed out, with regard to the subject claims, that the large angle of the 
handle facilitates the resting of the body on the radial portion of the user's hand (this is 
inherent in the claims), whereas VanHorn, et al with a much smaller angle does not facilitate 
the resting of the handle on the users hand. Lastly, if the VanHorn, et al. device rotates 
toward the person's arm, it is clear that it would rest on the person's wrist and not the radial 
surface of the hand. It was pointed out that it is not clear to the applicant's representative 
that Fig. 9 in the cited reference illustrates the body of the device being supported by the 
user's hand.
